Visitors to Club Calumet will 
find that learning programs 
provided at CHS are tough. 

CHSers were challenged 
every day by problems, 
mathematical courses like 
Algebra I and II, occupational 
algebra, geometry, analytic 
geometry, and physics provide 
Club Met graduates with the 
skills for problem solving in 
every day life. 

Studies in English were 
provided with an honors group 
that advances to a higher level 
each year, ending with a year 
of senior English aimed at 
college preparation. Courses in 
foreign language were also 
offered in areas such as French 
and Spanish. 

Biology, chemistry, 
advanced biology, and 
advanced chemistry presented 
a challenge to CHSers with 
scientific minds. 

The social science education 
at Cub Calumet included a 
four year required program of 
civics/careers, world 
civilizations, U.S. history, and 
government/economics.
